DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Status 

The After Final Amendment submitted 6 April 201 1 has been entered. Claims 22-26, 52, 
and 53 are currently pending. Claims 1-21 and 27-51 have been cancelled. 



Drawings 

The Drawings submitted 13 June 2005 have been previously accepted. 



Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 22-26, 52, 
and 53 are allowed for the reasons of record. Specifically, with regard to claim 22, the prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest a data analyzer for classifying indexed data that includes 
removing indices having an ensemble statistic higher than a common characteristic threshold 
value in order to provide a retained dataset and removing indices from the retained dataset 
wherein the ensemble statistic is lower than a noise threshold. With regard to claims 52 and 53, 
the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest identifying indices at which the ensemble statistic 
exceeds a first threshold and removing identified indices from all spectra in the set of indexed 
data to provide a set of compressed indexed data, calculating an ensemble statistic at each index 
of the compressed indexed data and removing all indices from each compressed spectrum that 
have an ensemble statistic that is lower than a second selected threshold value to provide a set of 
reduced indexed data, extracting a feature portion to provide a set of feature spectra and 
classifying the set of feature spectra into clusters.

5,794,185 (Bergstrom et al.): Bergstrom et al. teach using ensemble statistics for speech 
coding, including data compression. However, Bergstrom et al. do not teach removing indices 
having an ensemble statistic higher than a common characteristic threshold value, for example, 
or removing all indices from each compressed spectrum that have an ensemble statistic that is 
lower than a second selected threshold value to provide a set of reduced indexed data.
